T he loot, according to iffieials of »ho 
railroad, consisted of four registered 
packages. 
The passengers w ere un­ 
molested. 
Tho train left 
K ansas City at

o’clock yesterday afternoon for Port 
Arthur, Texas. 
T he train w as com­ 
posed of two baggage and an express 
ear, mail car, sm oker, one chair cal­ 
ami two sleepers. 
The scene of the hold-up is in the 
mountainous country of A rkansas. As 
the train approached a sh arp tu rn in 
the road, C. E. Covert, engineer, saw 
a m an stand in g on th e track swinging 
a lantern. 
He im m ediately brought th e train 
to a stop. 
As he did so, he w as cover­ 
ed with a revolver and ordered to u n ­ 
couple the express and n a il ears. 
H e 
was forced to run the detached part 
of the train to a point two m iles fu r­ 
ther, in a secluded spot. 
The express car was w recked by 
the force of the explosion th a t took 
place when the robbers b ’ew the safe. 
The contents of the safe, too, w ere 
scattered about. 
The robbers did not 
stop to pick it up, but w ent to the 
mail car. 
At the first sign of trouble, 
the mail clerks had closed and barred 
the doors leading to fhe car. W hen 
the robbers battered on the entrance, 
the clerks did not answer. 
‘'Open the door or we will kill your 
engineer,” shouted one of the rob­ 
bers. 
The door was opened and the rob­ 
bers sprang in the car. I c ur packages 
were taken from a rn iii pouch. 
Four rifjes, which the m ail clerks 
had in the car for protection, w ere 
picked up by one of the m en as he4 
left tile ear.

The suggestion for an exchange of 
opinion and a proposition for an un­ 
official discussion are let. forth, how- 
ever, in the unofficial text, and of­ 
ficials of the state departm ent who 
have a knowledge in the crisis unhes­ 
itatingly declare this will be refused. 
It is made clear th at 
the 
United 
States does not propose to enter into 
a discussion which would have the 
possibility of being prolonged indef­ 
initely. 
The outline of A ustria’s answ er is 
disappointing, because m any officials 
had been led to believe, from predic­ 
tions front German origins, th a t it 
would be favorable, or at least con­ 
tain a p r o p o s i t i o n th at the United 
States could accept. 
As Secretary Lansing based the re­ 
ply in his note on the official state­ 
ment of the Austrian adm iralty itself, 
American officials are at a loss to 
see w here there is much loom for dis­ 
cussion. 
News that the 
subm arine 
which 
sunk the Ancona was m issing led to 
the belief that a new elem ent had 
been introduced, which had promise 
of carrying weight. That point seems 
to have been disregarded, however, 
in A ustria’s answer, so 
far 
as 
of­ 
ficials can judge. 
Officials pointed out today th at a 
thoroughly unsatisfactorily and unre­ 
sponsive reply from 
Austria- would 
bring diplomatic relations to a crisis, 
because of the closing vrords of Sec­ 
retary L ansing’s note, w hich were that 
“relations betw een the two 
nations 
rested on the regard for the law', and 
th at it war. believed Austria, realiz­ 
ing the situation, w'ould accede to the 
dem ands of the United States.” 
Specifically, the note demanded rep­ 
aration for the sinking of the Ancona 
as an undefensible and illegal act, 
the punishm ent of 
the 
commander 
who perpetrated the deed and indem­ 
nity for th e lives of the Americans 
who were lost. 


Italy F*ars Threat Against Egypt. 
Rome, Dec. 16.—The Turko-German 
threat against 
Egypt 
is 
becoming 
more grave daily, is the belief of the 
military men here. 
Construction of 
the railroad line between Damascus 
and the Egyptian frontier has been 
pushed at top speed, it is stated, and 
it is expected it will be finished by the 
first of February, there

fifty more miles of track to be laid 
before the Sinia peninsula is reached.

Paris, Dec. 16.—A division of the 
Serbian army, escorting 18,000 Aus­ 
trian prisoners of w'ar, has arrived a t 
Tirana and Elbassan, in Albania, ac­

The Serbians are in no wise discour­ 
aged, the dispatch 
adds,

ready to resume the struggle. 


A Lull on the Macedonian Coast. 
London, Dec. 16.—On the Macedo­ 
nian frontier there has set in a lull 
which well informed 
observers 
at 
Athens believe will extend over the 
election in Greece on Sunday.

the Anglo-French sol­ 
diers has ended. They are now locat­ 
ed north of Salonika.

soldiers will need some time to pre­ 
pare for an assault on these positions, 
particularly as there would be need 
of heavy guns, few of which have a r­ 
rived.

Hon. Hugh Mclndoe, mayor of Jop­ 
lin, under the 
commission 
form of 
government, addressed the citizens of 
Sedalia at the 
court 
house Friday 
night, taking for 
his 
subject “The 
Commission Form of Government for 
Towns and Cities,” and those present 
enjoyed the privilege of listening to 
the story of how one 
of Missouri’? 
largest municipalities has 
prospered 
and CTO wa under the modern methods 
adopted. 
A fair sized crowd was present to 
hear Jhe address, but not 
nearly as 
large a one as the importance of the 
subject and the 
knowledge 
of tho 
speaker demanded, 
as 
it is seldom 
that first hand information is given 
in as convincing and clear a manner 
as characterized Mr. Mclndoc’s talk 
j 
The speaker gave 
a short history 
of the efforts of Joplin 
to obtain a 
charter granting the privilege of this 
sort of government, and then a his­ 
tory of the results of putting it into 
effect. 
He stated that the new’ form had 
been working 
in 
Joplin nearly two 
years and that thus far nothing had 
occurred that 
would 
tend 
in 
the 
slightest to make the people dissatis­ 
fied with it. 
He said that every de­ 
partment of the city had grown in ef­ 
ficiency and 
usefulness 
under 
the 
new regime and that it had the ap­ 
proval of all classes of 
citizens of 
whatever political belief. 
Referring to the manner 
of elec­ 
tion of the mayor 
and commission­ 
ers, he said that any one w ho desir­ 
ed to run for the offices 
could an­ 
nounce without having to obtain sig­ 
natures to petitions, or receive party 
endorsement. Ail they had to do was 
to file their name with Hie City clerk 
with $10 and their name went on the 
ballot. The $10 fee, 
he 
stated, was 
used by the clerk 
to 
send to each 
voter in the city the name 
of each 
candidate, together with his i>olitical 
platform, so that 
all 
could receive 
first hand information as to how he 
stood on political questions. 
At the primary election 
the two 
candidates for each 
office receiving 
the highest vote wore declared 
the 
nominees and went before the people 
at tho general city election and the 
one receiving the 
highest 
vote for 
each office wrere elected to the posi­ 
tions. No candidate was permitted to 
employ workers at the polls, nor are 
they allowed to bring voters to the 
► 
polls in 
vehicles, 
thus eliminating 
two very obnoxious features in pres­ 
ent day methods in elections. 
After the mayor 
and commission­ 
ers were elected each had a separate 
department over which 
he had full 
control, hiring and discharging em­ 
ployes the same as a business man 
would do. 
All 
candidates for posi­ 
tions, however, must pass 
civil ser­ 
vice examinations. The four commis­ 
sioners <tfid the mayor act as a legis­ 
lative t>cHy, passing ordinances and 
other city regulations the same as a 
council, .but in tire administration of 
the several c|epartments each is free 
from interference from the other com 
mjssiqners aijd each is held directly 
responsible f o r the administration of 
his department. This plan, Mr. Mc­ 
lndoe said, tends 
to 
efficiency and 
quick results whenever 
occasion de­ 
mands. 
For instance, he said, a policeman 
was reported delinquent in his duties, 
and upon investigation it was found 
the charges made wore true. All the 
mayor had to do, 
he 
said, w*as to 
walk to the station 
house, 
call the 
policeman into the office, 
state the 
case, and then ask him whether he 
wished to resign or be “fired.” “And/ 
said Mr. Mclndoe, “they always re­ 
sign.” 
He stated that when the new sys­ 
tem of government 
was inaugurated 
they found the police department de­ 
moralized, as well as the city fire de­ 
partment. 
Policemen were careless, 
smoked on duty, went into saloons on 
duty, drank on duty and paid no at­ 
tention to their 
appearance 
on the 
street. 
The firemen, he said, spent 
most of their time while wa.ting for 
alarms in playing “pitch.” 
AU this 
has been changed 
under 
the 
new, 
regime. The police force has 
been 
largely increased and 
the 
fire de­ 
partment force also, and a fine spirit 
instilled into the men in the service. 
Gymnasiums have 
been placed in 
the fire department houses, and the 
firemen each 
day 
are 
required to 
|a k e a certain am ount of physical ex­ 
ercise to keep them in trim for the 
work required o f 
them 
when there 
are fires. 
New equipment has been 
prevued for 
both 
departments and 


today the two forces rival in efficien­ 
cy and performance of duty any in 
| the country. 
Other reforms have been Instituted 
under the new’ methods. 
The social 
evil has been eliminated as far as is 
possible, and no one, either man or 
woman, in the city is permitted to 
live off scarlet women. Saloon regu­ 
lations put into effect 
have pleased 
the entire community, and the saloon 
keepers themselves find 
the regula­ 
tions have 
given 
their 
business a 
higher tone than ever before. 
Speaking of the fear of some that 
the method of electing the mayor and 
commissioners would tend to the se­ 
lection of men all from the congested 
<1 int riot of the city, Mr. Mclndoe said 
that it had directly 
the opposite of 
feet, and that the commissioners and 
mayor all came from 
entirely sepa­ 
rate sections of the city, and not one 
from the congested district. He also 
stated that the result of the election 
was remarkable 
from 
a 
political 
standpoint in that 
the 
major 
and 
f commissioners were all of different 
political views and belonged to differ­ 
ent political parties. The mayor is a 
republican and of the commissioners 
one is a progressive, 
one 
an inde­ 
pendent, one a democrat and 
one a 
socialist, which shows 
that political 
affiliations had no influence whatever 
upon the selection of the officials. 
Regarding the appointment? to su­ 
bordinate places he stated 
that po­ 
litical affiliations w’ere given no con-; 
sideration whatever, and that an in­ 
vestigation would disclose 
that men 
of all political beliefs w’ere appointed 
to places, the names 
being selected 
from the civil service lists, the three 
highest on the lists 
being given to 
the heads of departments and he se­ 
lecting one of the three submitted. 
Regarding the expense of the new 
regime over the 
old, 
Mr. Mclndoe 
stated that while the cost had 
been 
somewhat greater, yet the people had 
received something for 
their money 
in equipment and in increased police 
and fire 
departments, 
with 
better 
streets, better regulations, 
etc., and 
that although the city had increased 
in population about 12,000 within the 
past year, they have 
been 
able to 
handle the influx of people without 
materially increasing the general ex­ 
penditures of the city, 
the increase 
being devoted 
to tangible improve­ 
ments and tangible efficiency. 
The tax rate in the 
city had not 
been raised and the 
funds were so 
carefully looked after 
that 
the ad­ 
ministration always 
had 
money on 
hand to pay 
current 
expenses, and 
during the nearly two years in which 
they have been in office have never 
had to issue current 
revenue bonds, 
something never heretofore known in 
the history of Joplin. 
Mr. Mclndoe went 
into details of 
the various departments and of how’ 
the new' system 
worked, 
and cited 
many benefits accruing to the people 
as a result of the new 
order 
of 
things. 
Mr. Mclndoe Is a plain, earnest and 
quiet speaker, and 
his 
talk 
w’as a 
business one from beginning to end, 
without resort to 
figures 
of speech 
or Hights of oratory. 
Following the address, 
Mr. Mcln­ 
doe offered to answer questions and 
for some time was busy replying to 
inquiries. 
Asked what 
the expenses of his 
two campaigns, first for the nomina­ 
tion and then for the election 
as 
mayor, he replied $f3, a remarkable 
statement, in view of what it costs 
under the old system to be elected to 
oflicc, even to one Jess than that of 
mayor. 
Mr. Mclndoe expressed 
the belief 
that Joplin was 
thoroughly satisfied 
with the new’ regime, and w’ould not

“The gift without the giver is bare,” 
and most people would rather have a 
nice box of home-made candy than 
the ordinary purchased article, ac­ 
cording to Miss Bab Bell, who fur­ 
nishes directions winch she has care­ 
fully tested at the Missouri College of 
Agriculture. 
She gives these brief 
rules: 
To make fondant, add 1% 
and 
teaspoon of 
cream of tartar to five cups of sugar. 
Stir until ihe sugar is disolved but 
no longer. Cook slowly to the soft 
ball stage, at 238 degrees F. Wipe 
down the crystals from the sides of 
the vessel with a damp cloth wrapped 
around a fork. 
When done pour the 
syrup on a platter. When cool enough 
to allow’ the fingers to he held in it, 
stir with a wooden spoon until it 
creams. 
Then knead until smooth. 
Wet and wring a small tow’el, place 
it over the fondant, and allow’ it to 
remain there for an hour. This is call­ 
ed the curing process. 
Fondant does not 
become 
stale 
when kept for several weeks, but im­ 
proves with age. It may be made up 
into a variety 
of 
candies; 
plain 
creams, fudge, stuffed dates, choco­ 
late creams, 
fruit 
centers, 
maple 
creams, 
coffee 
creams, 
caramel 
creams, after-dinner mints, cocoanut 
creams, 
cinnamon 
balls. 
Different 
flavors, colors and combinations with 
nuts and fruits give further variety. 
For the creams of different flavors, 
shape the fondant and work in the 
desired flavoring. 
For fudge, when 
the syrup is placed in a platter to 
cool, cut the chocolate in small pieces 
and add to the syrup, let it melt, 
and when beaten, makes delicious 
fudge. For cinnamon balls, shape the 
fondant and roll in powdered cinna­ 
mon. 
For caramel 
creams, 
flavor 
with caramel. This flavoring may be 
made by melting sugar, then adding 
water and cooking until it becomes 
a thick syrup. For chocolate creams, 
melt bakers* chocolate and dip into 
it the cold fondant which has been 
shaped. 
After-dinner mints may be made 
by melting the fondant in a double 
boiler. Add oil of peppermint to taste, 
then drop the melted 
fondant 
by 
spoonfuls on 
oiled 
paper. 
Never 
cook the fondant directly over the 
fire, but melt over hot water. Keep 
the top over the vessel so evaporation 
will not take place too rapidly. 
Fruits and nuts are especially good 
when dipped into 
melted 
fondant, 
and white grapes treated in this way 
give a dainty touch to the Christmas 
candy box. 
To make nut brittles, melt sugar 
iii a dry pan, allow it to color slight­ 
ly and pour it over the nuts or cocoa­ 
nut. 
To make divinity, usa 3 cups of 
sugar, I cup of 
water 
and 
three- 
fourth cup of syrup. 
Cook until it 
forms a hard ball (248 degrees). Pour 
it into the well-beaten whites of three 
eggs, add a cup of nuts, beat until 
creamy, shape into long loaves, and 
place it on a plate wet with water. 
Do not use butter, as its flavor is not 
desirable in this kind of candy. 
Butter scotch: 
I cup of sugar, Vt 
cup of molasses, I tablespoonful of 
vinegar, 2 tablespoons 
of 
boiling 
water, V cup of butter. 
Boil togeth­ 
er until the mixture becomes brittle 
when tried in cold water; then pour 
into w’ell-buttered pans. 
Pulled taffy may be made of 2 cups 
of sugar, Co cup of vinegar, 2 table­ 
spoons of butter. 
Boil until the mix­ 
ture becomes brittle ip cold water. 
Turn on a buttered flatter to cool.

MADE INCREASES IN PASSENGER RATES 


Commission Finds That Needed Im­ 
provements Can Not Be Made 
Under the Regulations Now 
in Force Generally. 


Washington, 
Dec. ,11.—The inter­ 
state 
commerce 
commission 
today 
disapproved of proposed increases in 
passenger fares in Missouri south of 
the Missouri river and in Kansas south 
of the main line of the Union Pacific. 
The finding was made knowrn in con­ 
nection 
with 
the commission’s an­ 
nouncement authorizing 
general 
in­ 
creases of passenger fares on western 
railroads. 
Such increases 
as 
w*ere 
allowed 
W'ere authorized to points 
on 
main 
lines in California, Arizona, Utah, Ne­ 
vada, Wyoming, New' Mexico, Arkan­ 
sas, Oklahoma and Texas. 
Proposed increases in Illinois, Wis­ 
consin, Michigan, Minnesota, Iow’a and 
Nebraska were disapproved. 
Increases 
on 
mileage 
tickets to 
make 2% cents a mile in Northern 
Missouri and Northern Kansas were 
approved. The mileage ticket rate of 
2Vz cents in the south portions of the 
two states was pronounced justified. 
The commission held that evidence 
presented 
by 
nearly 
fifty 
roads 
showed substantially the following: 
That since 1900 the railroads have 
made 
substantial 
improvements 
at 
great expense. 
That passenger service conditions 
do not permit of economies possible 
in freight service, and that the in­ 
creased 
cost 
not 
offset by econo­ 
mies are entitled to consideration. 
The decision repeats the holdings in 
the recent freight rate eases, that the 
railroads have felt the increased cost 
of living, and recites that the public 
has a right to expect adequate, com­ 
fortable and safe service.

The marked diversity of Missouri 
crops and the wonderful agricultural 
resources of the state 
is 
strikingly 
shown in the annual crop report is­ 
sued Saturday from the office of the 
state board of agriculture. 
This Christmas letter from the sec­ 
retary shows that despite losses from 
excessive rainfall and overflows, the 
state 
will 
this 
year have a Santa 
Claus stocking filled with the equiva­ 
lent of $219,313,845. 
These figures— 
and it is worthy of note that they are 
not boom figures, for large deductions 
have been made 
for 
losses—include 
only the ordinary field crops. 
The 
millions of barrels of apples and hun­ 
dreds of carloads of peaches, straw­ 
berries and other fruits that the state 
has 
this 
year 
produced are not in­ 
cluded. 
Nor are 
poultry 
products, 
valued at perhaps $50,000,000, made a 
part of the estimate. 
Dairy, apiary 
and timber 
products 
are 
likewise 
omitted, as is bluegrass, 
of 
which 
Missouri has millions of acres. 
Nor 
is the value of Missouri live stock 
incorporated in this report. 
On this 
latter point it may, however, be said 
that the Missouri board is strongly 
opposed to the 
generally 
prevailing 
practice of giving misleading and ficti­ 
tious values to farm returns by figur­ 
ing in both the gross value of all live 
stock sold and the value of all grain 
grown. To do so is to represent farm 
returns very much larger than they 
really are. 
Indirectly, such “booster” 
figures work an injustice to the farm­ 
er and are as unfair as they are false. 
This year’s crop returns are some 
eighteen millions of dollars in excess 
of the showing made by Missouri last 
year, when the value of corresponding 
crops was placed at $201,455,275. Now, 
as then, all figures are based upon 
estimates made by the seven hundred 
crop correspondents of the board of 
agriculture. These reporters are prac­ 
tical farmers who report for their re­ 
spective communities. 
In arriving at 
the results, as published, figures from 
each of the 114 counties of the state 
are carefully considered. 
Corn—The largest single 
item 
in 
Missouri field crops is represented by 
corn, of which the 
state 
this 
year 
grew' 
220,235,191 
bushels, valued at 
$123,640,144—considerably more than 
a million dollars to the county. This 
1 is at an average state price of 56 
cents per bushel. 
In 1914 the state 
corn yield was 
175,158,000 
bushels, 
which at 66 cents per bushel repre­ 
sented a value of $115,257,869. 
The 
original 
acreage of the 1915 
crop was 7,458,763 acres, but almost 
a quarter million acres (240,197 acres, 
according to the estimates of corre­ 
spondents) w’as lost by overflows or 
had to be abandoned because of con­ 
tinued rains which made cultivation 
impossible. 
The final figures show 
72,18,566 acres in corn, tile average 
yield for the state being 30.5 bushels 
per acre.

Charged With Violating Quarantine. 
M. O. Green, residing near Smith­ 
ton, Saturday gave himself into cus­ 
tody of the sheriff on a charge of vio­ 
lating the quarantine regulations, in­ 
formation having been filed in the 
circuit court against him on the al­ 
legation that on October 13, 1915, he 
transferred five sow*s 
and 
twenty 
pigs from Cooper to 
Pettis 
county 
without first securing a certificate of 
health issued by a graduate veterin­ 
arian. 
This, it is claimed, is required by 
law under quarantine, and it is claim­ 
ed that a quarantine was in force on 
that date in accordance with a procla­ 
mation from the governor made on 
October 9. 
Recognizance bond w'as 
given 
in 
the sum of $100 for appearance at the 
January term of court. 


A reduction of 35 per cent in em­ 
ployers’ liability insurance for em­ 
ployee of Missouri brew'eries has been 
put into effect. 
This virtually is the 
only industry in which rates have 
been cut. 
The new schedule affect­ 
ing all Missouri industries, recorded 
an average increase of about 33 per 
cent in rates. 
The brewery rate was reduced from 
42 cents to 27 cents per $100 of pay 
roll, and the distillery rate wats in­ 
creased from 75 cents to $1.25. 
The companies did not decrease the 
brewery rate oui of friendliness to 
the brewery owners, was the declara­ 
tion of E. V. Thompson, president of 
the Insurance Federation of Missouri. 
“The cut in rates was ordered after 
reports showing the experience of all 
the casualty companies in M issouri 
had been filed with the Workmen’s 
Compensation bureau of New* York,” 
Thompson said. 
“The reports show*-1 
cd that the accidents 
in 
brew'eries 
have been constantly decreasing. 
“The lowness of the new brewery 
rates indicates that 
the 
insurance 
companies -do not regard the drinking 
of light beers as causing any addition 
to the hazard involved in the insuring 
of a factory full of employes. 
“In fact, the companies have long 
impressed upon their agents in cities 
and towns throughout 
the 
country 
that their experience has been that 
an almost negligible number of acci­ 
dents have been caused through the 
employes’ drinking of light beers, al­ 
though many accidents are attribut­ 
able lo overindulgence in more intox­ 
icating beverages.”—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

The Indianapolis team was 
close to $40,000 in debt the year it 
won the pennant. 
Also, it is no sure thing that $1,500,- 
000 will suffice to buy the three clubs 
necessary lo satisfy the m ajor league 
am bitions of Phil Ball, W ard and Sin­ 
clair, of the Federals. 
If the Giants 
and not the Yanks are considered, it 
m ay cost about $1,200,000 for the 
Giants alone, in w hich case the Fed­ 
eral cost of “breaking into the big 
leagues” will be over $3,( 00,000. 
At the sam e time, the losses of or- 
banized baseball have been extrem ely 
heavy—-far more, if tho m inor leagues 
are included, th an those of the out­ 
law’s. 
No less than 
tw enty 
m inor 
leagues w’ore put out of commission, 
and the International league, a class 
AA organization, w'as alm ost w reck­ 
ed.
